Per capita cost of fire protection 
for Upland during 1941 decreased 
over 50 per cent to .391%4 as com- 
pared with .83 per capita for 1940, 
is the good news revealed by the 
annual suming up of fire depart- 
ment activties. 

Notwithstanding a slightly less 
than 25 per cent increase in the 


the previous year of 1940, with 
grass fires more than doubling in 
frequency, Upland volunteer fire 
department held the fire loss for 
4941 to a little less than half of 
the 1940 lcss, it is announced by 
Fire Chief J. W .Voth in his an- 
nual summing up of fire depart- 
ment,activities, 
LOSS RATIO INCREASE 

Fire loss for 1941 totaled $2,575, 
while for 1940 it amounted to $5,- 
250.45. However, the fire less in 
1940 was far less in its ratio to 
the value of property involved 
than this past year. Property in- 
volved in fires in 1940 was valued 
at $183,717.70 and in 1941, $38, - 
575. 

Fires in 1941 increased to 42 
from 34 in 1940, with a reduction 
in structural fires from 15 in 1940 
to 4 during 1941. Brush and grass 
fires during 1941 increased approx- 
imately 150 per cent from 11 in 
1940 to 26 *his past year. Auto 
fireg increased over 100 per cent 
to nine in 1941 from 4 in 1940, 
awhile miscellaneous fires dropped 
off 25 per cent from four in 1940 
to three in 1941.

The site proposed by the council

avenue.
